His name was Shmuel Shuali. and 
he remained ilane fora long time in 
the malari:-infested regian until the 
arrival of a group af Polish olim, 
moat of then from Lodz. They were 
all members of Eashomer Hatza‘ir 
and they were the nucleus of Ein 
Shemer. 

Shuali died on the kibbutz ant 
long ago at age 87. His photograph 
is displayed in the Old Courtyard 
Museum. 

Εἰπ Shemer was one of the first 
four Hashomer [atea‘ir kibbutzim 
anda cornerstone of the Kibbutz 
Artzimoventent. Until the 14s, its 
members were all Polish Jews. 1 
ry were joined by Bulgari: 
as and Egyptians, the ma- 
y of who had heen brought 
here by Youth Aliya. One of the 
members of Ein Shemer, the late 
Zvi Luria, was a signatery to the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Looking at Ein Shemer today, it is 
difficult to believe the staries of the 
early settlers. Moshe Grossman, 
who came to the kibbutz in 1929 
when he was Ik, looks any- 
thing but the stereo- 
type of a 
farm- 

ing 


pioneer. He lives in a charming two- 
room apartment in which the walls 
have been lined with woud panel- 
ling. A wouden room divider sepa- 
rates the tiny kitchenette from the 
attractively furnished dining- and 
living-room areas. Itis a far ery from 
his room in the Old Courtyard. 

The pretty knick-knacks left by 
his wife when she died 1U years ago 
are still on the shelves. There is ἃ 
phone, a television set and a radio 
tape recorder. The bookcase is well 
sticked and paintings hang on the 
walls. Grossman himself is smartly 
attired in a light, coloured sports 
shirt and matching fashionable trou- 
sers, creased exactly in the centre of 
the leg. He wears socks und partially 
dosed sandals. His living quarters 
are typical of those of a middle-class 
Polish family, and he himself is the 
stereotype of the middle-class Pulish 
Jew - well real, erudite and dressed 
exactly sn. 


EDUCATED in a Hebrew school, 
and a member of Hashomer Hat- 
za‘ir in Lodz, Grossman had to wait 
for a special certificate to be issued 
by the British before he could land 
in Eretz Yisrael.

with whom he came spent nine 
months at Ein Shemer and then 
moved to Hadera to start their own 
kibbutz. There were 70 of them, and 
the movement kept urging them tn 
Teturn. Grossman and sever:l oth- 
ers wanted to remain independent, 
There was a heated argument, but 
eventually Hashomer Hatza’ir ide- 
ology and discipline won out. Th 

returned to Ein Shemer in 1933. 

One of 10 siblings, Grossman 
brought his parents here before the 
outbreak of World War II. Five of 
his sisters perished in Poland. He 
has two brothers in Tel Aviv -- one a 
senior official at Carmel Carpets 
and the other a pensioner who spent 
17 years in Russian prison camps. 

Life was tough for the people of 
Ein Shemer. Water was scarce, dis- 
case was rampant, und in 193%, the 
year Grossman became kibbui 
treasurer, the Ein Shemerites went 
vight months without the benefit of 
Kupat Holim. Women gave birth at 
homie because they couldn't afford 
the Ὁ Palestine pounds for the ma- 
ternily card entitling them to give 
birth in hospital. 

Furthermore. most couptes just 
decided to live together without a 
marriage ceremony conducted by a 
rabbi. Grossman and his wife did 
net mirry until 
Avi- 
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shai. the first of their three children, 
was Ine years old. The only reason 
they gol muttricd then wis by spare 
hi falure Troubles regarding iden- 
uty papers and, possibly. with the 
rabhinate. ᾿ 

Several other couples got πηι τοι! 
at the same time. One of the hides 
couldn't lin up, se another girl wis 
sent in her stead. ‘The rabbi didn't 
know the difference und the name 
of the absentee bride appeared on 
the marriage certificate. 

Avishai Grossinan’s parents may 
have saved him from one kind of 
trouble. but they couldn't foresee 
that he himself would be af the een- 
tre of anvther_kind of controversy. 
The younger Grossman has been in 
the forefront of those calling on kib- 
butzniks te refuse τὸ do military ser- 
vice in what he refers to 
uccupied territories,” und is’ the 
mentor of those whe heed the cull. 


MOST of the carly settlers doubted 
whether they would stay. Far lack of 
water, they had no farm. They 
worked in Karkur and the forests of 
Hadera. Eventually someone dis- 
covered, a well on their land, and 
later still Ein Shemer was linked up 
τὸ the national water carrier. Citrus 
orchards were planted, followed by 
cotton. Eventually there were other 
crops, chickens and cattle. Twenty 
years age, Ein Shemer also turned 
to industry. 

Ein Shemer was at the centre of 
the great split in 1951 between Ma- 
pai and Mapam. Relations between 
the two political streams had be- 
come increasingly strained. Mapam 
was under the influence of the Sovi- 
et Union, which it supported as the 
leader of the international class 
struggle. Mapai was more inclined 
to align Israel with the West. 

Mapam's allegiance to the USSR 
went to the brink of extremism. On 
gala occasions, when the movement 
displayed portraits of Stalin, Lenin, 
Engels and Marx, Grossman occi 
sionally suggested that the portrait 
of Poalei Zion founder Ber Boro- 
choy be put up alongside. He was 
always howled down. 

Things have changed τι lot since 
then. Attitudes are different. For 
Instance, when Nira Cohen, the 
daughter of an Egyptian mather and 
ἃ Bulgarian father, was a child grow- 
ing up on Ein Shemer, nv one had a 
bar mitzva celebration and Jewish 
Spiritual values were iotally ignored, 
Tegarded as disposable baggage of 
the Diaspora.

JUDAICA accounts for only the ti- 
niest fraction of the muscum dis- 
play. ‘There are dummies dressed in 
the costumes of the people who 
lived in and around Ein Shemer six 
decades ago. There are archeologi- 
cal finds, which are the pride and 
joy of Adam Zartel, one of the kib- 
butz members who teaches archeol- 
ogy at Haifa University. A room has 
been set aside for a display of six 
decades of weapons used by the kib- 
butzniks to defend themselves from 
attack. 

In another building at the oppo- 
site end of the Old Courtyard is the 
Bread Museum, which is filled with 
antique ploughing, sowing, thresh- 
ing and harvesting equipment. 
There is also a stone oven wilh large 
wooden spatulas standing alongside. 
Unfortunately, bread is no longer 
baked here. There are all sorts of 
antique tools for home and farm use 
- a butter churn, an old-fashioned 
washboard and mangle — contrasting 
strangely with Ein Shemer's: fully 
automated laundry — a chicken 
coop; a spinning wheel; milk pails: 
an old treadle sewing machine. 
There is even an old crate with “Pal- 
estine Grapefruit” imprinted on the 
wood. , 

In the yard outside, there is ἃ 
display of agricultural equipment: ἃ 
forge for metal tools; harvesters.

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It was a mistake wrapped in confusion inside arn error. 
Whon Bezek sent off a cheque to a taxi company for 
services rendered, the country’s telephone empire wasn't 
settling a dabt us much as it was opening a wild and 
wooly can of worms. And before the cabbies could go 
laughing all tha way to the bank, Bezek had τὸ take thom — 
cursing and shouting - all the way to the courts. 


If it's true that you get what you pay for, Bezek must have 
gol unbelievable service from the Arye Taxi Company. 
The tolaphone people paid a bill for NIS 182.70 with a 
cheque for 186,500 shekels, which was especially gener- 
ous considering that the debt had already been paid a 
year earlier. The second payment, almost big enough to 
buy the entire taxi fleet, was just a silfy little accounting 
error, which can happen to anyone. Bezek’s wrong num- 
ber was compounded by a minor case of forgetfulness 
when taxes weren't deducted at source, and that, too, can 
happen to anyone. So that should have made the pay- 
ment 182,700 shekels, which even though it had already 
been paid was a thousand times larger than they were 
supposed to pay, which they weren't even supposed to 
pay at all. Adding three zeroes to a cheque could happen 
any time, especially at the time that Israel changed from 
the old shekel to the new, which removed those same 
three zeroes from the currency at about the same time the 
erroneous sum with the misplaced decimal point was 
accidentally written on the mistaken cheque, an unneces- 
sary untaxed overpayment in the wrong currency that 
could have been easily corrected out of court if Arye had 
pauined the money, which they couldn’t because... it was 
stgien.

The most recent change at Ein 
Shemer took place only this month, 
when children started to live with 
their parents. 

Many young people are teaving 
Ein Shemer, but most ire staying in 
Israel, unlike the dropouts of Kih- 
butz Ein Hashofet (also of the Kib- 
buiz Artzi movement), which was 
founded by Americans. Grossman 
knows of 25 Ein Huashofet members 
who returned to the U.S. He be- 
lieves they lucked both idealism and 
ideology. 

When Grossman was a young 
man, hardly anyone left the kibbutz, 
except perhaps to move to another 
kibbutz. In the beginning, he shared 
a tent with four others. Then he 
lived in a hut in the courtyard. The 
tuilet was outside the compound - 
and no one dared to answer the call 
of nuture at night, because hostile 
Arabs were waiting nearby. 

There was no television and πὸ 
radio — and no swimming pool, as 
there is today. At night, the kibbutz- 
niks danced until they dropped from 
exhaustion. 

"We danced all night,” says 
Grossmiin. “We were peor, but we 
were happy. Unlike Trumpeldor. 
who said, ‘It's good to die for our 
country,’ we said, ‘It’s good to live 
for -- and in - our country'." 0

Chirping sweetly as ao bird, Barbara Cass- 
Beggs moves around the circle of her “pupils” 
who have guthered at the Buka community 
centre for their twice-weekly music lesson. 
This, however, is no ordinary class. Not only 
does the teacher greet her students in song, 
but they themselves have brought their moth- 
ers (and in one case, father) along -- for none is 
more than a year old. 

For the next 40° minutes Cass-Beggs, a 
sprightly grandmother with wavy grey hair 
and clear blue eyes, launches non-stop into a 
series of songs and chants that she uses to 
acquaint her young charges with the clements 
of music: movement, pitch, rhythm, dynam- 
ics. As the mothers and father sing along with 
Cass-Beggs, the babies - bouncing up and 
down or swaying from side to side in parental 
laps -- seem to be with her all the way, 

Sho begins with a series of movement excr- 
cises, challenging her young charges to kick 
their legs, wave their arns and wiggle their 
fingers and toes ~ alt the while demonstrating 
the actions herself. “A litte train went up the 
truck,” she coos, running her fingers up her 
arm as the babies’ parents do ‘the same, “it 
went ἴσο tout and then it ran back." 

Next, from her well-stocked arsenal of in- 
siruments, Cuss-Beggs first produces bells, 
which she hands out gleefully to parents and 
babies alike. Singing in a high-pitched voice, 

she holds the bells aloft, shaking them in the 
air: “Shake them high,” she implores. Then, 
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lowering both pitch and bells, she sings: “And 
shake them low.” Finally, having shaken them 
in the middle to a medium pitch, she lowers 
the bells to the floor, completing the lesson in 
a mock bass. 

Next comes the drum. “Everyone up,” she 
says, leading mothers and father (who are 
holding their babies) around in a cirele as she 
beats the drum. She starts out medium-forte, - 
ΔΙ ἃ brisk marching pace, then ups the ante a 
bit, hitting the drum harder and faster, and the 
cirele is now fairly running. Then comes the 
cool-down, as Cass-Beggs taps the drum very 
softly and begins to tiptoe; the circle follows 
suit. Before the end of the sequence, a clever 
lesson in dynamics and rhythm, she extends 
the drum to each of the babies, some of whom 
understand what she is secking and let their 
hands fall upon it, producing a soft — but to 
their ears, delightful -- thud, 

Then come chimes, sticks and rattles. Al- 
though some of the babies seem more interest- 
ed in sticking the latter two into their mouths 
than making music with them, for a fleeting 
moment wide-cyed Anna stands in the middle 
of the circle waving her stick in the air as if to 
conduct the assemblage. 


THE OBSERVER at this point begins ta 
wonder how much of what is going on - al- 
though they certainly seem to be enjoying it - 
the babies actually understand, But des ite 
their young age, or perhaps because of it, 
Cuass-Beggs, orginally a professional singer 
trained at the ce School of Music in Lon- 
don, asserts that babies are prime candidates

“Babies” she says,

Indeed, Cass-Bepgs stresses that the bene- 
fits of such instruction should not end when 
the lessons do.

_ After working with babies and toddlers for 
more than 30 years, Cass-Beggs observes:

ISRAELI PSYCHOTHERAPISTS 
are dealing with the suffering of chil- 
dren of Holncaust survivors. In Ger- 
many. une can be treated for “Nuzi- 
Offspring-Effect.” a personility 
disorder chataeterized by a burden 
of guilt for one’s parents’ misdeeds, 

Ths phenumenon has: recently 
heen brought to the attention of the 
literary and theatrical worlds 
through the publication of Peter 
Sichtavshy's Born Guilty (Schuldig 
Gehoren} and its subsequent adap- 
tation inte a play of the same name, 
a Hebrew versiun of which will open 
at the Jerusalem Khan Theatre on 
August 8. . 

The beok by this Austrian Jewish 
writer comprises [4 interviews with 
children and grandchildren of Nazis 
active during Workl War II. The 
author identifies those he interviews 
only by their first names, since he 
does not wish 10 create “a hierarchy 
uf horrors” by giving more promi- 
nence to the offspring of a bigh- 
ranking Nazi than to one of a minor 
functionary. Each individual is elas- 
sified according to his/her attitucde; 
for example, there are Anna, the 
decent one; Stefanie, the proud one; 
aml Rudolf, the guilty one. 

Many of the stories are remark- 
able in the compassion they evoke, 
all the more so piven the reader's 
{especially the Jewish reader's) first 
reaction of scorn for -- or at the very 
least, indifference to — the subjects’ 
Plights. A quite common declara- 
tion by the Nazis" offspring is that 
they suffer more than the victim's 
children, because of their immense 
shame. 

For example, there is the grand- 
son who researched his hometown 
Jewish community for a high-school 
project. He was shocked to discover 
that his ity ibs) had moved 
into their new home (in which the 
grandson and his mother now live) 
exactly one day after a Jewish family 

been expelled from it. 

When he confronts his mother 
with the documentary proof, she 
claims to know nothing. His grand- 
father, now living in a home for the 
aged, also denies any wrongdoing.

claiming that he bought it from a 
Teal-estate agent. By story’s end, the 
grandson is all the more frustrated 
realizing that there is really no way 
to ascertain the truth. 

Then there is Monika, who deals 
with her guilt by becoming a social 
worker. She works in the prison ser- 
vices, her specialty being “finding 

oad in the bad, sensitivity in the 

hardened," Her agony is that her 
father, who refers to her prison cli- 
entele as “scum,” cannot see that 
he, too, is a criminal. In fact, her 
career choice is aimed almost entirc- 
ly at trying to find something re- 
deemable in her father. , 

Perhaps the most moving dia- 
logue is the one between a remorse- 
ful brother and an unrepentant sis- 


ter. She says to hin: “Don't kid 
yourself, you are and always will be 
the son of a German officer, and 
neither your stay in a kibbutz in 
Israel nor your disquisitions about 
fascism at the university can change 
that. Even if you get involved in 
street brawls with Nazis, even if you 
convert to Judaism, even if you be- 
come a rubbi, you will always be the 
son of a German officer!" 


THE BOOK was used as the basis 
for a play by Vieunese Jewish play- 
wright and director George Tabori, 
founder of the heralded repertory 
theatre, Circle. From the 14 inter- 
views in the book, he chose seven 
for the play. 

This venture followed an earlier 


play. Cunibals, dealing wih the 
lives of Holocaust sarsivors’ chil- 
dren, which be wrote and clireeted.

In the seven 
interviews comprising the play, 
Fricd's intent is to show a complete 
range of responses, ‘There is the an- 
ger of one who wants 10 urinate on 
his father's grave; the pathos of an- 
other for his cowering father who is 
certain that every knock on the door 
signals his imminent arrest, and a 
teenager's pride in her grandfather, 
dashing in his uniform (known to 
her only through photographs, since 
he had been executed is a war crimi- 
nul before her birth). 


IN DISCUSSING the genesis of the 
play, Fried recounted how Sich- 
rovsky and Tabori realized the diffi- 
culties involved in creating Icgiti- 
mate theatre from a bouk that has 
no plot. Since they were unwilling to 
take one of the interviews and ex- 
pand it into ἃ narrative, they decid- 
ed on an evening of readings. 
“This called for a simple abstract 
setting,” said Fried. “AH the charac-

While re- 
hearsing, it struck me chit lang pus- 
sages could just as easily have been 
spoken by a child of a victim.” 

Fried, who has directed Born 
Guiliy in Europe, commented on 
the different receptions the play has 
had in German-speaking countries. 
“The Germans, especially the Ber- 
liners, welcomed the play with 
praise, but the Austriins were dis- 
pleased. In fact, they even banned a 
second book by Sichrovsky, Sirang- 
ers in Their Own Land, a study of 
young Jews in Germany and Austria 
today.” 

“Austria's attitude is not at all 
surprising,” he said. "After Wald- 
heim’s successful bid for the presi- 
dency, seven ἡμὶν cent of the popula- 
tion admitted outright anti-Semitic 
feclings, and 74 per cent claimed 
that they had enjoyed a higher stan- 
dard of living under Hitler than 
now. 

“Austrians pretend to be victims, 
but if you laok at film footage of the 
Anschluss, it was more of a ticker- 
tape parade than a military 
invasion."

Narrow archeological interests aside 
- there are several unusual architec- 
tural features - only one draws the 
layman to what is today a pleasantly 
landscaped site overlooking Lake 
Kinneret. At the third synagoguc’s 
level dated in the first half of the 
fourt, centurey CE, a magnificent 
mosaic floor came to light; with its 
delicately drawn figures and range 
of some 30 colours, it ranks as the 
finest in the country. ᾿ 
Within the rich geometric designs 
that carpet the aisles of the syna- 
pogue, several inscriptions in Greek 
honour major contributors to the 
synagogue building fund, among 
them one Severus, “the pupil of the 
illustrious Patriarchs” (of Tiberias, 
presumably), who “completed” the 
project. Lesser donors, too, are rec: 
ognized; the sole Aramaic inscrip- 
tion blesses “everyone who has ful- 
filled, and will fulfil, the mitzva 
(commandment) in this holy place. 
The upper pane! of the synagogue 
nave displays the range of quintes- 


sentially Jewish symbols typical of 
the post-Second Temple periad, 
some certainly designed as visual re- 
minders of the destroyed Sanctuary. 
While some or even all these sym- 
bols have been found in other an- 
cient synagogues — Beit Alpha is the 
outstanding example -- the sophisti- 
cation of the art here is unrivalled. 
The centrepiece pictures the Tora 
Ark, perhaps also suggesting the 
“pate to the Lord” of Psalm 118 
through which the righteous may 
pass. Flanking it are two menorot, 
seven-branched candelabra, Juda- 
ism's most enduring symbol. A sho- 
far (ram's horn), incense shovel, 
and iudav and etrog (palm branch 
and citron, used at Succot) complete 
the picture. 


UNSUSPECTING VISITORS may 
be forgiven their wide-eyed disbelief 
when they discover the Hellenistic 
character of the synagogue Hoor's 
large central panel. Just a few kilo- 
metres south of Tiberias, with its 


past Talmudic renown, and right be- 

low the white-and-blue-domed 

tomb and institute of Rabbi Meir 

Ba‘al Haness, naked zodinc figures — 

albeit captioned in Hebrew -- are 
ctrified in eternal submission to 
lelios the sun-god. 

There is clearly not the slightest 
doubt that this was a synagogue: 
how, then, would a Jewish commu- 
uity have tolerated aot only such 
blatant defiance of the traditional 
ban on graven images and pagan 
themes? 

Theories abound. The idea of a 
regional, more liberal scct founders 
on the fact thal similar mosaics have 
been discovered as far afield as Beit 
Alpha, Na‘aran near Jericho, and 
Mount Carmel. 

For the Romans, Helios was the 
Invincible Sun, symbolically identi- 
fied with the emperor himself, so 
some have observed that the syna- 
gogue floor may have been.an impe- 
tial gift or thal the community may 
have needed to ingratiate itself with 
its Roman masters bul there is no 
evidence for either suggestion. 


WHAT SEEMS most plausible is 
thal this type of artistic theme was 
within the acceptable religious limits 
of its day (perhaps at that time only 
statuary was seen as the forbidden 
“graven image’); and that it repre- 
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sented no special reverence for Heli- 
os and his astrological domain, but 
rather a borrowed artistic conven- 
tion to depict the orderly annual 
cycle of the universe. All knew, of 
course, that it was God Himself who 
sent “the rain-in its season,” and 
constantly renewed His creuted 
world; but, prohibited from drawing, 
Him, they borrowed symbols from 
the pagan cosmogony. 

A fascinating angle has been sug- 
gested by the Jerusalem scholar Lee . 
Levine, During the Byzantine peri- 
od, The Book of Secrets, written by 
a Jew, was circulated in the country. 
It described the magical techniques 
necded for achieving a wide range of 
human desires. One such invocution 
was to see the sun at night, when any 
wish might be granted and the se- 
crets of the universe revealed.’ The 
Greek incantation for that occasion 
was addressed to Helios, “who from 
old set the great sphere on its 
course, the holy orderer of the stars, 
he who rules the heavenly byways. 
Lord!" 

Any suggestion of sorcery under- 
lying the motif of Hammat-Tveria’s 
mosaic floor must remain specula- 
tive: but at the very least ancient 
Judaism is exposed as being less 
monolithic than many in our own 
schismatic age would wistfully 
believe. go

I 
wrote hint a nasty letter, but he responded by 
inviting me for coffee, und we became close 
friends.” 

Superstein gave a party at his home for 
Boehm’s 65th birthday, and his gift was to buy 
tupes of Bochm’s First Symphony from the 
Broadcasting Authority and send them loa 
small company in California to have a record 
made, “The production was so terrible that 1 
thought 1 cuuld do better, but there was still a 
long way from getting the idea to carrying it 
oui.” 

Until he was 17, Saperstein had no interest 
at all in classical music. Then onc day, his 
Reece bought a new record player and gave 
him five dollars to buy “n good record.” Hav- 
ing no idea what to buy, he wandored around 
a large record store in Manhattan for an hour 
and a half, with store employces watching him 
suspiciously, until he was so embarrassed thal 
he grabbed the nearest record, paid for it and 
ran out of the store.

Forrester 
herself starts with the text when studying a 
part, a technique she traces to her one and 
only singing teacher, Bernard Diamant. 

She is also a stickler for technique, calling 
upon rigid vocal discipline to perform even 
when she is ill or desperately tired. She pro- 
duces her special tone by envisioning the top 
of her bady as helium, with the sound coming 
through it surrounded by sir. Her rich voice 
and intelligent interpretation have made hera 
favourite for singing Mahler. “I love Mahler," 
she says, “but | do it all the time. So when 
someone offers me a chance to do something 
else, | jump at it.” 

She is especially enthusiastic to perform 
works hy contemporary Canadian composers, 
believing it important to further her country's 
music even though doing unknown contempo- 
tary music can be chancy for a performer. 

“But [πὶ the kind who will try anything 
once. I even did a show where I entered ona 
trapeze dressed in a tutu.” 

Her candour also extends to describing the 
worst moment in her career. 

“T was on tour with the Bordeaux Orchestra 
in France. The conductor picked me up in his 
car, and we were an hour out of Bordeaux 
when I realized I'd left my special backless bra 
hanging over the radiator in the hote! room. 
We stopped at a lingerie store ina little French 
village, but the salesgirl looked awe-struck at 
my buxom figure and twittered, ‘Oh madame, 
you must go to Germany!”

Roadside bargain

IF YOU FIND yourself somewhere north of Haifa at about lunchtime, and 
you ure driving towards Tel Aviv there are a number of options. 

You can push on through the rush-hour traffic, or swing vut un a wide 
detour to the east, spending an hour driving along semi-rural rouds. Or you 
could, as I did, stop at the first reasonable-looking restaurant, sit down toa 
leisurely lunch, and continue on your way in the lull later in the aflernvon. 

Taiwan Krayot is the kind of place that reminds me of some restaurants in 
suburban New Jersey, or the outlying area around Manchester. Located in 
the midst of dreary urban sprawl, it provices un islund refuge of calm. That 
peculiar aroma, that is typical of Chinese restaurants, hangs ever it. The 
nearby residents may not appreciate it, but for the visitor it is like an 
alfactory billboard. 


THE DECOR is assertively Chinese, complete with screens and lanterns, 

although this is the kind of place where no one even makes a pretence of 

enting with chopsticks. ‘The service was pleasunt and efficient, but the feud 
. was decidedly slow in ariiving, 

‘This was one of the reasons that [ did not complain when the Chinese bean 
thread sunp which 1 had ordered seemed to contain no Chinese bean 
threads. [ain not sure if the waiter did not hear me properly, or if there wits 
a misunderstanding in the kitehen, especiully in view uf the fact that when [ 
gol to the very bottom of the bowl, there were a few strands of bean threads. 

But the soup was very aromatic, with a distinctive flavour, and filled with 
a variety of vegetables and bits of meat which seemed to me to be kidney, 
Nevertheless, it seemed a perfect start to a meal on a hot day. 

My companion ordered the vegetable soup. | am happy to say that, for 
once, the two soups did not taste the same, although that soup was also 
brimming with a variety of vegetables. 

One of the main dishes we chose was chicken with nuts, τι true tour de 
force with little pieces of very tender breast of chicken in a pale bland sauce 
with vegetables, accompanied by toasted pecans. The pecans, toasted to just 
the right point, with just the right amount of sugar added, transformed the 
dish from something quite ordinary into a masterpiece. ; 

Unfortunately, there were no such saving ingredients for the other main 
dish, beef with green onions. I had been hoping for a highly piquant 
creation, in which the onions would be enhanced by ginger and a touch of 
vinegar. In fact, though the beef came with onions, there were only a few 
green onions, which were greatly outnumbered by ordinary onions. In 
Short, it was acceptable, but not outstanding. 

The same couid be said, I suppose, of the Chinese salad, which I ordered 
in deference to my companion. This creation of grated radish and carrot, 
sprinkled with sesame seeds and flavoured with vinegar and, to my mind, far 
(oo much sugar, seems to be a speciality of Chinese restaurants in Isracl — no 
doubt because of the Israeli’s love of fresh salad. 


THE MEAL was ample and we felt no need to try the deep-fried fruit 
offered for dessert. Our beverage was cold water, served in pitchers. 

Partly as a result of the latter, the bill for the two of us came to ἃ low 
NIS45. Taiwan Krayot may be no great find, but it is a bargain. oO

Noisy neighbours 


MOST PEOPLE have had the pleasure of seeing a herd of cattle in Galilee 
or the valleys, surrounded by cattle egrets that seem at home among their 
lant companions. ᾿ 
bird, Bubulcus ibis, a member of the heron group, takes its name 
from its affinity for bovine companions. Contrary to what many people 
think, however, there's no real evidence that they specifically pick ticks and 
other insects off the cattle, although they may, at times, do so. Actually, 
Since their diet is a variety of insects including grasshoppers, butterflies and 
Crickets, they seem to derive most of their advantage from the fact that the 
plodding cattle stir up insects in the grass as they pass and the short-legged 
Carcts are quick to make a meal of them. ὲ 
Brets are noisy and rather smelly neighbours and have a propensity for 
‘Orming roosting colonies where hundreds, even thousands, all sleep togeth- 
τ. This can cause a human settlement a great deal of distress. Nesting is also 
in colonies and there may be dozens of nests in one tree. Since a nesting, Or 
even a sleeping roost, is usually permanent and used year after year, the 
imount of guano and dead fledglings that can pile up under the roost make 
for an odorous site. The guano, because of its high nitrate content, burns the 
trees at the nesting site and they usually die. 
There are actually three egrets to be seen in Israel, but two of them, the 
little egret and the great white egret, are less common and many of them are 
Rot local breeders but winter visitors. The cattle egret was also a visitor until 
itstarted nesting here in the 1960s. Today there are nesting colonies in the 
eit She’an, Jordan and Acre valleys, in the Hula nature reserve and at the 
‘amat Gan Safari Park, where a colony was established in 1976. οὐ 
Egrets lay clutches of up to five eggs in each nest, but natural attrition 
decrees that only one or two of the fledglings reach maturity. They are 
ai lly tended by the parent birds until ready to fly at about a month of 


Egrets are articularly exposed to pesticides because of their insect diet, 
but appear to be somewhat less susceptible to the poisoning than some other 
psect-cating birds. The white egret, or ibis, in all its forms, is well known

Ata gathering in Tel Aviv's Bo- 
grashov Gallery, video excerpts 
from her previous works were 
shown, including the section where 
she dances to Dido's Lament from 
Purcell'’s opera Dido and Aeneas.

Her vocabulary so fur has 
been mostly the irony of frustration 
and resistance. Her humour has 
been sardonic. But dance is in her 
bones und it remains to be seen how 
far she has travelled in her 7980. 

In fuet, it is harder nowadays to 
define expressionism - Ausdruck- 
tanz as Laban called it. American 
influences have crept into il, just as 
expressionism has seeped into mod- 
ern forms outside Europe. The 
American methods of Martha Gra- 
ham and Merce Cunningham are 
not unknown in Europe, and the 
Wigmnan-Jouss ideas have entered 
dance in general.

“Leame to film an interview on 
autonomy” Burg tetls TV hast 
Amos Ettinger and the applaud- 
ing aucience of relatives, old 
friends, political foes and sup- 
porters. Political scandals and 
animosilies are forgotten. This is 
a night to honour the man who 
has beon an integral pant of Ista- 
el's political and religious life 
ever since he was elected to the 
first Knesset in 1949, 

“What was particular about the 
first Knosset?” Ettingar asks 
Hurg. “It was a honeymoon 
time,” ho rapfics, in a prelude ta 
the reminiscances (hat span near- 
ly 80 years. 

Born in Dresden in 1909, Burg 
grew np in an Orthodox and lov- 
ing homu, imbued with the princi- 
plas of Tora ang Zionism that ara 
the spina of the Mizrahi move- 
ment of which Burg has been a 
lifalong mumber. Today he is 
president of the World Mizrahi 
Organization. 

Ho holds a doctorate in philoso- 
phy from the University of Leipzig 
and «Πα post-graduate studies in 
Berlin. 

“You'd nover think it to look at 
him,” says Yitzhak (Izzy) Elsner, 
“but in those days he was shy, 
and often ill. Once { came to visit 
him in the hospital and his moth- 
or was there. She told me not to 
worry: ho had the head of a min- 
ister. And it was true,” 

Burg joins in the laughter, the 
quips fly, and Ettinger enumer- 
ates for the benefit of the future 
television viewing audience the 
record number of cabinet posts 
Burg held in successive Israeli 
governments.

Kaddish without a minyan," con- 
fesses Burg, “but | was there.” 

If he needed a minyan tonight, 
he wouldn’t have any problem. 
Members of the religious kibbutz 
Ein Hanatziv, where Zvia lives 
with her husband, Ya‘ir Pashchur, 
are here in force. Burg sees the 
religious kibbutz as the embodl- 
ment of the Hapoel Hamizrahi 
motto, Tora Va‘avoda, Tora and 
Labour. 

Kibbutznik Avraham Stern pays 
passionate tribute to Burg and 
denies that he is intransigent in 
matters of religion.

Dirty Dancing (Lorimar. Dist. by 
Seven Stars) 


WHIL? NO ONE could mistake 
Patrick Swayze and Jennifer Grey 
for Fred Astaire and Ginger Rog- 
ers, these up-and-coming stars 
have, nonetheless, proved to 
be a winning box-office combi- 
nation, both here and abroad. 
Swayze, who charmed the local 
teeny-bopper set in the recent TV 
serlas North and South, plays 
Johnny Castle, a proletarian 
dance instructor at a Catskill 


Mountains resort in 1963. Grey is 
Baby, a naive Jewish-American 
princess destined for the Peace 
Corps who expects her doctor 
daddy {played with understated 
perfection by Jerry Orbach) to 
make everything all right. Johnny 
teaches Baby first about dancing, 
then about sex — and at times the 
two activities are virtually indis- 
tInguishable. 

A keen eye for the detail and 
manners of the Sixties -- Johnny 
actually runs from the driver's 
seat and opens the car door for 


Baby -- will evoke a sense of nos- 
talgia in viewers old enough to 
remember chivalry. The score, 
which blends oldies with original 
songs (including the Oscar-win- 
ning “The Time of My Life’) 
keeps the predictable plot 
moving. 

What this film lacks In cerebral 
stimulation it makes up for in en- 
ergetic movement. The dancing, 
especially when Swayze and stat- 
uesque Cynthia Rhodes pair off, 
might Inspire couch potatoes to 
take up aerobics.

Van Horn has boundless enar- 
gy, aspecially in the love-making 
department, which gets the 
witches into hot water with ihe 
town’s gossipy small-town bid- 
dies. 

Getting rid of “Mr. Perfect," the 
three soon learn, requites more 
affort than it did to conjure him 
up in the first place. 

Though this is a lighthearted 
romp, there’s no mistaking the 
Freudian undertones. And he- 
ware: squeamish types will want 
to fast-forward a disgusting vaim- 
iting scene three-quarters of tha 
way through. 


The Happy Vailey (BEC-TY/Con- 
tra Films, Dist. by Channel 1 
Video) 


IN 1941, as war caged in Europe, a 
group of British expatriots was 
having a grand old time in Kenya. 
The Happy Valley, as thelr com- 
munity came to be called, was 
their playground until Lord Erroll, 
a playboy about town, was mur- 
dered, evidently by his Jover's 
jealous husband, Sir Henry 
"Jock" Delves Broughton. 

‘The decadence is viewed 
through the eyes of young Juani- 
ta Carberry, a defiant teanager 
who finds herself back home after 
being expelled from boarding 
school. Her father, pave with 
venemous charm by Michael 
Byrne, hires a governess, Ms. 
Tapsell, to keep Juanita in line. As 
he hands her a whip, he says, 
"You're a governess, let's see 
how well you govern.”

Television 


if YOUR children or grandchil- 
dren are looking a little pale and 
pleary-eyed, it's probably be- 
cause they're getting too much 
felevision and not enough fresh 
air and sunshine. 

A recent survey conducted by 
the Education Ministry indicates 
that children watch television and 
video films on an average of 
threa hours each day during the 
week and four and a half hours 
on weekends and holidays. 

It takes no genius to calculate 
that the average child in this 
country watches the equivalent 
of a whole 24-hour day of televi- 
sion each week, 

For what it's worth, boys seem 
to be more addicted to television 
than girls. 

The survey was carried out in 
1987 by teachers who had com- 
pleted a course on teaching chil- 
dren to view television with a crit- 
ical eye. Researchers questioned 
1,336 children in 50 classes in 
grades 1-8. 


A similar survey carried out 
two years previously, indicated 
that children spent an average of 
18 hours per week glued to the 
box. 


The more recent survey 
showed that although the aver- 
age number of television sets per 
household had barely increased, 
the number of families with video 
sets had grown by 10 per cent. 


This, according to the research- 
ers, partly explains why children 
are spending more time in front 
of the screen. 

Of the children questioned, 40 
per cent said that they spent an 
average of two hours a day 
watching video films. 

Israeli parents are apparently 
very liberal about their children’s 
TV diet. Just over half of the

youngsters reported that their 
parents apply no censorship 
rules at ail and allow them to 
watch any programme which 
takes their fancy. Even those par- 
ents who do regulate their chil- 
dren's viewing tend to place lim- 
its on the number of hours spent 
in front of the set and not on the 


content of the programmes 
watched.

Alien culture in Egypt

The other week, engineer Ibra- 
him Shoukry, chairman of the 
Egyptian Labour Party, when ta- 
bling a bill in parliament calling 
for an earlier TV signing-off time, 
added a reason: countries far 
richer than Egypt have shorter 
telecasting hours. 

Information Minister Safwat a- 
Sharif was pressed to the wall; in 
his reply to Shoukry’s motion, he 
disclosed that the main purpose 
of extending Egyptian TV time 
beyond midnight was to discour- 


age Egyptians from watching {s- 
rael Television, which broadcasts 
that late. 

Here are the minister's own 
words: “Our telecasting hours 
are very carefully calculated. Any 
reduction will enable foreign tele- 
vision stations in this region to 
infiltrate subversive alien culture 
into our midst. Furthermore, a re- 
duction of as little as five per cent 
in the power of our transmission, 
especially in the Canal Zone and 
in Sinal, will enable those sta- 
tions to ‘ride’ on our channel, and 


there have already been com- . 


plaints to this effect from the resi- 


dents of those areas. Therefore, a 
task force is working on the need 
to strengthen the transmission in 
those areas.” 

If any newspaper readers or 
television viewers had any doubt 
as to whom the information min- 
ister had in mind when he spoke 
of “subversive alien culture in 
this region,” the newspapers 
took the trouble to make it per- 
fectly clear. Sa’id Abu al Einein 
commenting on the minister's 
speech, writes in the latest issue 
of the weekly Akher Sa‘ah: “Israel 
does not limit itself to infiltrating 
narcotics into Egypt. It is also 
making great efforts to infiltrate 
into our very homes, by means of 
the little screen.” ᾿ oO

THE SUMMER SHOW of the 
Rega group marks the end of its 
second year in its present gallery 
location, a year that comprised a full 
programme of individual shows; 
group shows with guest participa- 
tion, and a large political protest 
entitled “Shame” with the gallery 
showing works by 200 leading 
artists. 

The end of the seasun seems an 
appropriate occusiun to assess the 
changes which have taken place in 
the art of the group's surviving 
founder-members, David Wakstein, 
Yoram Kupermintz and Avishal 
Eyal, almost « year after this trio (in 
company with Druse painter Assad 
Azi) were accorded establishment 
recognition with an Israel Museum 
show, a remarkable achievement for 
a group then only one year in exis- 
tence and composed largely of non- 
conformists who had formed part of 
a particularly rebellidus student 
generation at Bezulel. 

Paintings on exhibit by all three 
artists are characterized by confi- 
dent, well-judged brushstrokes and 
skilful handling of paint. None are 
Virtuoso draughtsmen, They excel 
rather in strong design and intuitive 
colour harmonies.

MOST BORDERLINE food prad- 
ucts are referred to in the trade as 
“nutritional supplements,” and are 
sold mainly at the so-called health- 
and-nature shops and even at phar- 
macies.

Perhaps we shouldn't be surprised 
lo find vitamin-and-mineral-en- 
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tiched dog biscuits heing imported 
by the local manufacturers of Dogli 
dog food, and meant as a supple- 
ment to that, of course. Made by 
Spillers in England, the biscuits 
come in several shapes and colours, 
each designated for a specific nutri- 
tional quality.

1 am reminded of an American 
brand of dog biscuits called “People 
Crackers,” which came out some 
yeats ago as an answer to the popu- 
lar children’s cookies called “Ani- 
mal Crackers.” People Crackers 
gave dogs an opportunity to bite 
back by devouring shapes of police- 
men, postnien, dog-catchers, etc. 


PEOPLE CRACKERS of another 
Sort were brought out this month 
by Osem in retaliation for the wave 
of Danish butter cookies ~ in the 
blue or red tins boxes -- that have 
inundated the country in the past 
year.

As part of the effort te discern 
other unique factors snd understand 
the origins of this genius, Einstein's 
papers, including his letters, scien- 
tific papers and drafts and course 
notes, which were left tu the Hebrew 
University, ure being prepared for 
publication. The first volume of The 


Collected Papers of Albert Einstein, 
which includes 142 separate texts, 
covers the period from Einstein's 
birth τὸ the age of 23, and his em- 
ployment in the patent office. 


THE BULK of the material consists 
of Einstein's matriculation cxamina- 
tions, (which show his mastery of the 
material but little more), his physics 
notes fram the Swiss Federal 
Polytechnic School, {in fact, an out- 
standing university), and personal 
letters to family and friends. 

The scientific material is the most 
important in showing how Einstein's 
skills and mudes of enquiry de- 
veloped; but, of course, these sec- 
tions are only of interest (Ὁ scholars 
with advanced training in physics. 


nip. however. Ute hast 
sole by selfs ot limied sagath- 
tance. ter iba only in the later 
peril. particularly during Fin- 
sten’s crealive explosion of 1905, 
that the links between his eather 
rami amd: subsequent develope 
meat cath be understead. In thrs 
sense. the failure to inchidg Ein- 
stein’s early publications in this 
volume is dificult to understand. 

The story of the young Einstein's 
travails are of broader interest. In 
this volume, there is scant evidence 
to suppyrt the myth of Einstein as a 
“slow learner’; while his first efforts 
to enter the elite Swiss Polytechnic 
(ETI) at the age of 16 were indeed 
unrewarded (although his periarm- 
ance in the science exams Wis 
deemed to be excellent), he was 
accepted upon reapplication, und 
still hegan his studies uta relatively 
young age. el 

More than anything else, Einstein 
was very confident af his abilities, 
studying, physics and mathemuatics 
independently and reading journals 
and books far beyond those re- 
quired in any curriculum. Upon gra- 
duation, when he failed to gain an 
academic appointment (for reasons 
still unclear), he continued to οχ- 
pand his knowledge of physics, con- 
fident of his eventual success. 


THE PUBLICATION of many of 
the personal letters in this volume is 
problematic. In the introduction, the 
editors declare that the “most im- 
portant new material” is a collection 
of 51 letters between the young Ein- 
stein and Mileva Maric, who became 
his wife. While Maric bore him a 
daughter and son, they soon sepa- 
rated and were legally divorced in 
1919. During his lifetime. Einstein 
did not speak publicly of their rela- 
tionship, and neither Maric nor their 
children were mentioned in his auto- 
biographical essays and interviews. 
The letters to Maric and others’ 
include u great deal of personal and 


private chit-chat, demonstrating that 
Einstemm was clearly net the ante 
soviil intellectual he is occasionally 
portrayed as being. On the other 
hand this relationship, at whieh jn, 
parents disapproved (the first child 
was horn a year before their mar- 
riage), demanstrated i high degree 
of unconventionatity and independ- 
ence. 

In his letters, Einstein write of his 
current studies in’ physies, and 
seemed to use Maric as a sounding 
heard. While these comments are of 
interest, the wholesale and unedited 
publiention of the letters seems ta 
canstifute.a gross invasion οἱ priva- 
ey, since their personal content is not 
properly part of the public recnrd, 
As Einstein wrote, the essential 
elements of a scientist's life are con- 
tained in “what he thinks and how he 
thinks” und not in what he does or 
experiences.” The editori:l cummit- 
tee might have exercised some judg- 
ment and henoured Einstein's own 
wishes. (In any case, the full texts are 
available to legitimate scholars in the 
library.) 


THE THREAD that links the diverse 
documents in this volume consists of 
Einstein's ability to identify an 
focus on the central questions and 
problems in physics. While many 
ordinary academics, like other pro- 
fessionals, spend most of their time 
dealing with marginal but “safe” 
issues where some success is general- 
ly assured, Einstein devoted himself 
from an early age to the outstanding 
and difficult questions of physics. — 
Despite his youth and inexperi- 
ence, he pursued the problems of 
electro-dynamics and the mysterious 
“ether” which was posited to explain 
the constancy.of the speed of light in 
different frames. Einstein's ability to 
define and pursue the essential prob- 
lems, combined with his self- 
confidence, emerge most clearly 
from the portrayul of his early de- 
velopment. a 


PROFESSOR Yeliuda Ratzaby is 
well known to scholurs and students 
of Yemenite Jewry. His hundreds of 
publications make him the leading 
scholar of their histery, culture and 
literature. 

Ratzaby was born in Yemen and 
emigrated to Palestine as a young 
boy. He studied at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity (in itself an achievement, 
because very few Jews born in Ye- 
men did so at that time), Ratzaby 
specialized in Jewish literature and 
poetry of the Μία Ages, and still 
teaches these subjects at Bar lan 
University. Although his main field 
is Jewish poetry, he has always been 
a scholar of the Yemenite Jewish 
heritage. 

Ratzaby realized that the Yeme- 
nite Jews were generally regarded as 
aAcommunity who had preserved the 
spiritual values of the Jewish people 
and not as attached ta the groups 
who provided Israel's spiritual lead- 
ers. The Yemenite Jews became the 
preservers of the teachings of the 
Babylonian Sages, especially Sandia 
Gaon (AbFaiyumi), ind later of the 
Sephardic religious and philosophic- 

al heritage - in particular Maimo- 
nides and Jewish poetry (Hebrew, 
Arabic and Araniic) written in Jew- 
ish Spain in the Middle Ages. Jewish 
life in Yemen retained traces of the 
classical Jewish heritage. 

Ratzaby soon realized that Yeme- 
nite Jewry had its specific chatacter, 
that it was distinet from any other 
Jewish community and it had to be 
documented as suon as possible. Fle 
decided 10 dedicate his life to this, 
which he regarded us important for 
the rennissance of the Jewish people 
in its promised land, 

For 50 years, Yehuda Katzaby dug

through ancient manuscripts, and 
made his discoveries. He collected 
oral traditions (folk-tales and songs 
and oral traditions from old Yeme- 

‘nites) in order to assemble and edit 
them. Fle tries always to present his 
findings in an organized way and 
publishes his scattered material in 
chronological order or according to 
subject. He has published more than 
250 articles and books around a huge 
number of thenies. He works scien- 
tifically and does nol avert himself 
from modern research. 

He also worked on ἃ biblio- 
graphical project on Yemenite Jewry 
— continuing the project of Erich 
Braver (Kiryat Sefer, Vol.10-L1 
Jerusalem 1933-34) and collected all 
the important publications on 
Yemenite Jewry from 1935 to 1981. 
Over 1,600 items were recorded in 
Kiryat Sefer Vol. 50, 1976 and Val. 2 
1981. In recent years, there have 
been so many new publications on 
Yemenite Jewry that Prof. Ratzaby 
found it necessary to prepare a 
fourth bibliographical list. 

Every topic has interested him: 
history, economy, literature and 
poetry, spiritual and religious herit- 


age, narrative tradition and custom, 
folklore and crafts, medicine and 
music, 


THE present book has articles on 
the subjects mentioned above about 
Yemenite Jews in the Diaspora and 
in Israel, and is divided into six 
sections. The historical section di- 
vides into a number of sub-sections: 
a) The Yemenite tradition about 
Ezra the Scribe and his call to them 
to join them in rebuilding the Tem- 
Ric (which they declined). Here, 
aizaby analyses the three sources 
of this tradilion and its metamorph- 
osis since ils first appearance. 
b) Philological research on the 
use of the names: Zachariah, Yahya 
or Yihye and Haim, names much 
used by Yemenite Jews. 
c) Martyr in Yemen: Ratzaby gives 
many examples from the beginning 
of Islam till today about Jews who 
sacrificed their lives to sanctify the 
name of God. 
) This is of special importance for it 
deals with ancient customs and 
habits still preserved among Yeme- 
nite Jews. Ratzaby searched for the 
origin of these customs and also 
provides comparative material con- 
cerning other Oriental communities. 
He collected examples of ancient 
customs centred on synagogue life, 
for instance, the loud utterance of 
the ‘Shema Israel’ in the synagogue, 
unique among Yemenite Jews. 
Another custom in synagogue life is 
to translgte the Tora into Arabic and 
Aramaic. 
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e) This chapter presents a document 
on two shlihei-tzibbur who travelled 
to Yemen at the beginning of this 
century. The destination of Rabbis 
Haim Zvi Cohen Friedman and 
Joseph Machmoni had actually been 
Australia. They reached Aden 
separately, but had to flee into Ye- 
men from an epidemic. 

They spent several weeks in Ye- 

men and their itinerary is published 
here by Ratzaby for the first time. 
f) The first part of this chapter deals 
with the spiritual heritage of the 
Jews in Yemen in the 17th and 18th 
centuries. 

The 181} century was blessed with 
great scholars who contributed to 
the study of Tora and Jewish law. 
The foremost is Maharitz, who was 
the head of the Yeshiva and of the 
most famous synagogue in San‘a. 
His master-work is the Tiklal -- the 
Yemenite prayer book which he re- 
edited. With the diffusing of printed 
books in Yemen, some Jews began 


. to blend reading and praying in 


Nusuch ashkenazi with their own 
tradition, mostly of Babylonian ori- 
gin. Others continued to use their 
own old prayer manuscripts in the 
synagogue, so that synagogue prayer 
lost ils unity. Bitter arguments re- 
sulted whether to adopt the new 
Nusach as presented in the imported 
books, or to preserve the ancient 
tradition and reject new forms of 
prayer. The controversy was never 
resolved. Those who pray according 
to the Nusach of the imported books 
are called Shami (this derives from 
a-Sham which means Egypt or Eretz 
Israel, and those who prayed accord- 
ing to the old prayer books are called 
Baladi, which means local, of the 
state, related to the Babylonian way 
of praying. Maharitz himself prayed 


uccording to the Sephardic prayer 
book and the Shulhan Aruch but he 
re-edited the Yemenite Jewish 
prayer book. 


RATZABY is especially fond of 
Yemenite poetry, on which he has 
published many articles and books. 
Till today, not enough attention 
has been given to Jewish poetry in 
Yemen. Yemenite poetry is the con- 
tinuation of medieval Hebrew poet- 
ry, and is one example of a written 
Hebrew poetry in the 17th century. 
The greatest of all Yemenite Jewish 
poets was Salem Shabbezzi. J 
poets in Yemen wrote in three lan- 
guages: Hebrew, Aramaic and Ara 
bic. Some proved their skill by pro- 
viding alternating rhymes in H 
and Arabic.

This verdict did nothing to settle 
the debate between Goetz’s defen- 
ders and his detractors. The author's 
view of the verdict is clear: emotion 
had won out over logic. In this book, 
Rubin, a writer and psycholog- 
ist, undertakes an appraisal of the 
affair and performs what can only be 
described as a psychological hatchet 


ehoon the weubl-be crusader. Hix 
home bte nm minutely seruunized. 
We lean of his wealthy father’s 
conviction tor molesting youths and 
his di tateria habits at home. All brs 
habit. and traits fram carly child- 
head are recorded and pur inte the 
contest of his family history. 


THE AUTHOR summarizes her 
conclusions thus, “He [σοι] 
would continue to suffer the doubts 
and anxicties -- about father, about 
self - until perhaps one day, with it 
hast from bis gun, he would know 
finally he had become aman. A man 
who had avenged not just his own 
historie humi ons but his father's 
as well. But to do so, he would have 
to wait until his father was dead. 
Only with death πα the idealization 
it permits, only when the father was 
no longer the living reminder of the 
Tage the son had born far so lung, 
coukl the ideal father he sought 
hecome a fixed part of his internal 
life." 

There is just one small dilficulty 
with all this. ‘The author never got to 
interview Goetz, as she admits at the 
end of the book. Allher theorizing is 
done itt a remove. There is nothing 
wrong with informed speculation. 
But Rubin is often content to 
present with certainty an idea which 
may really be nothing more than 
guesswork. Words and phrises like 
“surely,” und ‘without doubt" serve 
to cloak speculative assertions with 
the mantle of professional pro- 
nouncements. 

Goetz, it is apparent, had an awk- 
ward, unhappy childhood. [t iscam- 
Mon sense to suppose that he was 
adversely affected by it. Bur it (ails to 
answer the question of why his up- 
bringing influenced him to act as he 
did, while other children, alse faced 
with cold, duminevring fathers, turn 
out very differently.

becomes ἃ curate in a country parish. 
After some years, inheriting some 
money from his wife's family in Ger- 
many, he decides to leave the 
Church, on hearing which the 
Archbishop of Canterbury com- 
ments, “No great loss.” ᾿

ment. Now he adopts the English- 
sounding name “Lincoln,” and goes 
to work for Seebohm Rowntree, 
chocolate industrialist and socialist, 
on whose behalf he spends a couple 
of yeurs in Europe, researching land 
tenure systems. Returning to Eng- 
Jand, in what Wasserstein calls “one 
of the oddest aberrations in British 
political history," he is elected 
Liberal MP for Darlington, despite 
his youth (he is barely 4), poverty 
and heavy foreign accent. He re- 
ceives letters of support from Livyd 
George and Churchill, and Herbert 
Samuel speaks for him at the hust- 
ings. Adopting a pseudo-Disraeli 
stance. he tells his electors: “I am a 
Jew. 1 am proud to betong to that 
race." In parliament, protesting ἃ 
speaker who had called the blacks an 
inferior race, he says. “I myself um 
an oriental. So was Jesus and he did 
not differentiate in his treatment 
when it came to orientals." Howev- 
er, he does not distinguish himself in 
parliament and is not re-elected. 


He now moves to Watford and, 
uespite his bankruptcy, lives lavishly 
ina ]4-room house with six servants. 
He turns to ἀπ oil-drilling scheme in 
Galicia, forming companies, finding 
investors - all duped by his finesse as 
a confidence trickster. His charm at 
all times extends to women, and he is 
never without one or two mistresses 
(preferably of means). 


Reduced to complete penury by 
the outbreak of World War I, he has 
recourse to a spot of forgery (falsify- 
ing the signature of his former pat- 
ron, Rowntrec) and also offers his 
services as a double agent tu both 
England and Germany. Neither is 
interested and, as the police are after 
him for forgery, he skedaddles to the 
US. 


Episude 3: His real wortime ex- 
ploits. He tries to contact the Ger- 
man military atache in Washington, 
Franz von Papen, but Berlin warns 
against having anything to do with 
him. He now publishes sensational 
articles in the U.S. press about his 
“career” as an international spy. 
which bring widespread attention. 
But the British seek his extradition 
and he is arrested. The story of his 
imprisonment in New York is the 
nwst hilarious part of the book, as he 
cons his way into several escapes 
(during one of which he holds u press 
conference) and even while in jail, 
he manages to have a thoroughly 
good time. But eventually he is ex- 
tradited to England and serves a 
three-year sentence for forgery. 

Episode 4: The Kapp Putsch. Af- 
ter his release in 1919, he maves to 
Bertin and becomes involved in 
right-wing German politics. He sup- 
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ports Crown Prince William's 
tu de Kaiser and his advice is listened 
to with respect by Ludendorff. The 
climax of this activity ix his involve- 
mentis aleader in the Kapp Putsch -- 
the five-day German revolution in 
1920. This farcical affair is botched 
from the outset but Trebitsch Lin- 
coln, in charge of propagunda and 
press relations, is one of the most 
conscientious participants. For afew 
heady days, the former British M.P. 
and jailhird is a member of the 
German government. 


FOLLOWING its failure, Lincoln 
escapes to Bavaria, where he tries to 
establish a “White International," a 
right-wing alliance of all those dis- 
satisfied with the postwar treaties. 
Various governments are to be over- 
thrown but some, including Hungary 
under Horthy, give their support. 
All this eventually falls apart for 
various reasons, not Icast being the 
quarrels among the conspirators. 
Before withdrawing from the 
White operation, Lincoln purloins 
its documents, which he sells to the 
Czech government. The story is pub- 
lished in the London Tises and 
Lincoln acquires the reputation of a 
sinister figure of international intri- 
gue. He is often on the run and uses 
various aliases (usually with the ini- 
tial T.L., to match his linen). 
Episode 5; Buddhist Monk. He 
now goes te China, one of the few 
places left him to enter without fear 
of arrest. Here he gets involved with 
various warlords as adviser and arms 
precuror. After a time, he has a 
“mystical experience,” which brings 
him first to the Theesophists, then 10 
the Buddhists. During this time, he 
receives word from England that his 
son has been sentenced to death fora 
murder committed during a robbery.

On his return to China, he is 
initiated as a Buddhist monk, with 12

When Japan invades Manchuria 
he become pro-Japanese, and in 
1941 he proposes to the German 
consul in Shanghai that he be sent on 
a mission to Hitler.

Lincoln's last interview, before his 
death in Shanghai in 1943, is with a 
Jewish newspaper. He tells them 
that Zionism is a dangerous idea but 
he has developed a plan for settling 
Jewish refugees near Shanghai, 
which would hecome “a miniature 
Tel Aviv."

‘Plus, when 
one refieeh an “the state of the artof 
the arts” in Romania, one is likely to 
recall works af a somewhat earlier 
perind than our own. The must 
“modern" of the artists called to 
mind are likely to be Tristun Tzara, 
inventor of Dadaism, and Eugene 
Joneseu, an innovator of the move- 
ment of the Theptre of the Absurd. 
We may also be reminded of the poct 
Eminesco and some of the early 
surrealists. Beyond that, mast of us 
tend to draw a blank. 

Despite difficulties, poetry and 
the theatre have remained enar- 
mously popular in Romania, and 
their practilioners have always been 
welcomed and respected by the peo- 
ple. ‘The works in this newly pub- 
lished collection of eight books are 
recent and reflect a relaxation in 
Romaniin cultural attitudes which 
dates from the (960s. ‘The variety of 
styles and techniques found here are 
imple demonstration of continuing 
vigour within these arts. 

‘The best-represented writer in the 
collection is Marin Sorescu, with two 
books of plays and one of poetry. 
What fascinates Sorescu are the 
aberrations and oddities of history. 

The unly connection between 
Viad Dracula the Impaler, prince of 
the Romanian principality of Wal- 
lachia, and Bram Stoker's Dracula is 
the novelists’ choice of the nume. 
Nothing in Stoker's fictitious work 
bears any historical relationship to 
the deeds of Vlad or to the events uf 
his reign. ‘The real Vlad did not 
practice vampirism, nor is it associ- 
nated with any Romanian folk legend 
in which he figures. Admittedly, the 
notoriety surrounding Viad’s 
method of punishing his enemies — 
impalement-and other acts of horri- 
fic cruelty attributed to him provided 
Stoker with an attractive pedigree 
for his hero. But here the similarity 
ends. 

Marin Sorescu’'s drama, Viad Dra- 
cula The Impaler, has a strong fuc- 
tual basis. After the fall of Byzan- 
tium, Sultan Mohammed 11 ad- 
vanced deep into Europe and, after 
crossing the Danube, attempted to 
conquer Vlad’s princedom, The 
campaign had noclear outcome, but 
it is not so much the military struggle 
that interests Sorescu as the chains of 
symmetries and asymmetries that 
link the Romanian past with its pre-

The play opens on an impalement 
scene. On stage there are twostakes, 
where two men are impaled. Viad 
arrives and eats his lunch in front of 
the dying men. There he consults 
with them, their death throes raising 
his morale until he becomes ecstatic 
and orders a third stake ta be placed 
between them, “until I catch the 
ultimate villain."" 


So anxious is he to mete out abso- 
lute justice to every last subject of his 
jurisdiction, that Vlad must even- 
tually sacrifice himself, trapped as he 
is by the implacable mechanism of 
events and his own character, 

Tt becomes clear that Sorescu's 
drama is an encapsulation of the 
double-horned Romanian historical 
predicament: fear and uncertainty, 
basic parts of daily existence, draw- 


ing the people to an admiration of 
tyrants. Viad's actions are cruel, yet 
he 1s supported by his victims. The 
impaled Turk in the opening scene 
reflects: “Mohammed will go down 
in history as the tyrant of all tyrants. 
A truly great man! And that's why I 
think Vlad’s gol it right." ᾿ 

The work is masterly despite being 
somewhat transparent, and one can- 
not help but recall the genius and 
wicked humour of Beckett. He and 
Sorescu seem to share a special vi- 
sion about the impossibility of com- 
munication in everyday life. The 
mixture of poetry, metaphysics and 
common sense that one finds in 
Godot is here as well, but there is a 
major difference: Beckett's god is 
dead, while Sorescu’s is only tired. 

Sorescu's dramatic trilogy, The 
Thirst of the Salt Mountain, con- 
tinues with these themes. In The 
Verger, the protagonist devotes his 
existence to lighting candles in a 
deserted cathedral. Candles are ex- 
pensive and hard to come by, but 
neither this nor the watchman who 
continuously removes the scaffold- 
ing, exasperate him. 

In Jonah, the author carefully 
combines elements of the Bible with 
reflections on existentialism, politics 
and black humour. In The Matrix, he 
meditates on death, sometimes per- 
ceived as a friend, sometimes as an 
enemy, but always as part of life. 
Neither realistic plays nor theatre of 
the absurd, and with a touch of the 
surreal always there, these are 
powerful, eminently readable 
pieces. 


ITIS A BIT MORE DIFFICULT to 
attempt a fair evaluation of the poet- 
ry because it is in translation. In 
these five books, including two 
anthologies, we are introduced to 
the work of 15 poets, most of whom 
have not been previously translated 
into English. 

There seem to be two common 
threads throughout all these works. 
All seem strongly influenced by the 
writing of Mihail Eminesco, Roma- 
nia's nationally acclaimed “Last 
Romantic,” and all use language 
that is heavily based on the use of 
archaicisms and neologisms. 

The styles of the various poets are 
very different, yet each in his or her 
own way reflects the “anguish of 
being" with which Romanian art has 
always been involved. The poetry is 
given heavily to fantasy, irony and 
bursts of often bold innovation. 


Although Sorescu is well Tepte- 
sented here, it is the works of Nina 
Cassian and Mircea Dinescu that are 
most gripping. 

Perhaps the most striking feature 
of Cassian's poems is their startling 
physicality. Cassian never lets her 
readers forget that human bei 
have bodies and that all living has to 
be done through and in them. Myste- 
rious, powerful, and often 
events happen to people's bodies in 
her poems. 

In one work, a temptress promises 
her lover: 


you'll feel your pores ae like 

fish mouths, and you'll actually be 
, able to hear 

your blood surging through ail 

those lanes. 


A prolific and justly admired artist 
with a body of mature work, Cas- 
sian’s poems about loss of love re- 
fuse to countenance any spirit of 
resignation, but tingle with passion 
and rage. In the brilliant, if not 
‘grisly, poem “Donna Miraculata," 
the heroine perceives herself as a 
“corpse lighting up the darkness,” 
with “hands like rags and a halo of 
decay” illuminating her temples. 

Mircea Dinescu, the angry young 
man of contemporary Romanian 
poetry, admits to having been born 
and delivered with violence: 


For a long time I thought poetry 
slept 
beneath a heron’s wing 

or that I'd have to forage for it in 
forests. 


I'm ready now to make ἢ pact with 
reality 

and admit to having been wrong: 

Pm smashing the wall with a 
pickaxe 

50 you can see. 


He vents his spleen at the man- 
ipulation of society under the banner 
of utopianism and pursues "an anger 
within that feels liké singing.” His 
song is full of fury, irony and a not 
infrequent sense of cynicism. His 
venom is the weapon of a ruthless 
Judge, outraged at what has become 
of contemporary humanity. 

Although a vein of anxiety perme- 
ates the work of nearly all the poets 
represented here, there is also ἃ 
strong presence of a positive force, 
often felt in nature. The collection 
encapsulates moments of everyday 
experiences in everyday lives. 


ALL OF JEWISH history “is one 
big kitsch,” says Shmuel Foigiman, 


the eponymous protagonist of this. 


novel, Megged's Intest. 

Foigiman is a Holocaust survivor 
and Yiddish poet-of-the-Holocaust- 
and-Jewish-destiny living in Paris, 
with a brother, also a survivor, in 
Israel. He is commenting to the nov- 
él's narrator, Zvi Arbel, asabra pro- 
fessor of Jewish history at Tel Aviv 
University, on an [sraeli critic’s dis- 
missal as “utter kitsch” of a poem of 
his, which had appeared in Hebrew 
translation in an anthology of Yid- 
dish writing. 

“Actually,” Foigiman tells Arbcl, 
“he was right! He doesn’t realize 
how right! Because if you ask me, all 
of our Jewish history is one big 
kitsch -- from the Exodus right down 
to this day! If you sec it all as a stage 
play — on the stage of world history -- 
I's pure kitsch and melodrama! Aw- 
ful exaggerations that no person 
with any sense and taste would swal- 
low! All so sentimental it makes you 
want to vomil. Both the laughter 
and the tears! What is this whole 
Holocaust thing but a cheap melo- 
drama? Is a sane person with a de- 
cent upbringing capable of believing 


that something like that really hap- 


pened, that thousands of men, wom-

en and children were shoved naked 
into a bathhouse where they were 
killed by poison gas like vermin? A 
cheap drama by a low-grade drama- 
turgist! All in order to scare the wits 
out of an audience of fools! To 
squeeze tears from the eyes of silly 
women! Or consider the opposite 
case - not of horror but just the 
opposite, joy! -- how I and my broth- 
er, after a year-and-a-half of hover- 
ing between life and death in two 
separate camps, certain that we 
would never see cach other again, 
suddenly meet beside the ruins of 
the house in which we were born, in 
a city devoid of Jews, and fall into 
each other's arms, kiss and 
cry...That isn’t melodrama? And

FOIGLMAN, in his desperate ef- 
fort to give meaning in a mocking

In the 
latter's words, Foigiman ruins Ar- 
bel’s life, causing his wife, Nora, to 
commit suicide after he (Arbel) ob- 
sessively starts devoting his time and 
money to getting Foiglman pub- 
lished in Hebrew and honoured by 
the Israeli literary community, ne- 
giecting her needs and even his own 
professional pursuits. 

But even before Foigiman enters 
his life, the sixtyish Arbel is no long- 
era simple sabra. Son of a pioneer- 
ing archeologist, who was interested 
solely in what lay buried in the an- 
cient layers of this country’s soil, 
Arbel is the author of The Great 
Betrayal, a classic study of how the 
Jews were betrayed by Christian Eu- 
rope at the time of the 1648-1649 
Chmielnicky pogroms in which 
about half-a-tmillion of them were 
massacred; he is now at work on a 
similar study of the Petlura massa- 
cres of the 1920s. Meanwhile, the 
Arbels' son, Yoav, and his wife and 
child have gone off to Bogota, 
Colombia. 

Like so many of Megged's stories 
and plays, Foighman is full of sym- 
bols and metaphors, in both drama- 
tis personae and situations. Indeed, 
like so much of his oeuvre, this, tao,

Not all the bloopers are caused by 
unworldly innocents like Richmal 
Crompton, I regret to say, for the 
more foulhardly reporters occasion- 
ally concoct one, When a fast medi- 
um bowler called Cunis came on 
during the 1969 Test match against 
New Zealand, for example, he put 
Alan Gibson into a philosophical 
mood. “This is Cunis at the Vaux- 
hall End,” he told his audience. 
“Cunis — funny sort of name. Nei- 
ther one thing nor the other.” 


NEITHER peace nor war, but an 
apparently endless nightmare, the 
situation in Beirut or the sputtering 
violence of the intifada ate viewed 
by some network reporters as just 
what the doctor ordered.

There was the ferret that per 
manently altached itself to the inter- 
viewer's finger while its owner went 
droning on: the flock of King pen- 
guins — all crotch-high -- which ἐμ! - 
tacked the cameraman; and the 
seemingly endless incontinence of 
the camels in IT¥’s production of 
Hassan which alone made the debut 
of British commercial television 
unforgettable. 

One programme in particular still 
has viewers wiping their eyes und 
holding their sides whenever it is 
mentioned. Huw Weldon's All Your 
Own once featured two unusual pets 
~ an eagle and a mouse -- who were 
the best of friends. While he was 
explaining that the mouse is normal- 
ly the eagle's prey, the great bird 
had an attack of stage fright and 
succumbed to “the decp primordial 
instinct" that Weldon had been nat- 
tering on about.
